1. Claims 6-22 and 24-27 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

On lines 10-13 of newly-amended independent claim 1, encryption is mentioned without 
any provision of a means for encrypting either there or anywhere in claim 1 ; if the data carrier 
encrypts, then there must be a clear and definite recitation of means for encryption. Dependent 
claims 2-5 and 23 are unclear in that they depend from unclear independent claim 1 . 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
